WA9H1HGTON. Sept 27—Mr Aldrlch Intro- 
fluced a joint resolution (which waa referred) 
which was similar to the one introduced by 
Mr CummlngB, authorizing the president to 
make with other governments an International 
agreement for the reporting, marking and re- 
moving of dangerous wrecks, derelicts and 
other menaces to navigation In the North At- 
lantic ocean 


Mr Teller offered a resolution, which want

How Cigarette! Are Had*. 


The details of the manufacture of 


cigarettes are kept to a greater or leas' 
Sagree a secret by the manufacturers; 
each of whom has his own particular 
Sombination of tobaccos. None of the 
brands on the market is composed of 
one kind only. 
The recipe is not dl-. 


rulged outside of the firm. But this is; 
lot all. The original mixture Ia mere- 
ly a basis for artificial flavoring. To 
begin with, varioua essential oils are 
idded. The liaf of these includes, rose, ' 
rose geranium, vanilla baan, Tonka 
Sean and licorice root. Those ingredi-' 
mis are added after the tobacco has 
been chopped into shreds in readiness 
lobe rolled into cigarettes. Finally 
the particular drug chosen, in tbe 
shape of a liquid solution, ia sprayed on 
the material with an atomizer, while 
the tobacco is stirred and mixed. Tbe 
quantity employed la very carefully 
judged, ao many drops being allowed 
for each cigarette. For obvious reasons 
I cannot mention all tbe drugs that are 
used in the manufacture of cigarettes, ' 
but there is no doubt that opium, va- 
lerian and cannabla 'indiea are ntiUsed 
to the largest extent Each manufac- 
turer may bo said to create a special 
arug habit among those who use hia 
brand, ao that they ara notratiaflad 
with any other.— Troy Times.
